SERVICE BOARD NOTES 

Norman Soder 

An early hatch of grasshoppers 
in 1959 and a favorable summer 
have resulted in an increase in the 
area of predicted infestation in 
1960. The cool and wet fall prevent¬ 
ed full realization of the potential 
that existed but enough eggs were 
laid to constitute the most serious 
threat of crops in southern Al¬ 
berta since 1951. 

For the first time in years an 
outbreak is expected in the area 
from Drumheller and Three Hills 
south to the Bow River. The main 
threat in this area is from the 
clear winged grasshopper. Al¬ 
though this grasshopper generally 
lays its eggs in roadsides, many of 
them last fall were laid in stubble. 

The main area of infestation is 
centered around Lethbridge, ex¬ 
tending to Coutts, Cardston, Fort 
McLeod, Champion, Vauxhall and 
to Medicine Hat along the south of 
No. 3 Highway. In this area the 
migratory grasshopper is the most 
numerous. This species lays its 
eggs primarily in stubble fields, 
although many eggs are laid along 
roadsides. 

Hatching can be expected to 
start between May 15 and June 1. 
Farmers are warned to watch for 
possible infestations and to poison 
the grasshopper in the early stage 
of growth. Poisons will be supplied 
to the farmers in the County of 
Vulcan at cost. 

Grasshopper Forecast maps are 
now out and may be seen at the 
local elevators and at the County 
Office. It is advisable to check 
with this map so that you may 
know what to expect in your dis¬ 
trict.

Plans for servicing half of Block 
36 and Block 37, owned by Howard 
Spaeth and already sub-divided, 
will still be carried out, making 
residential lots available In this 
area this year.

Early Pioneer, 
William Todd 
Dies At Age 87 

Following a lengthy illness, Wil¬ 
liam John Todd of Black Diamond 
died in High River Hospital on 
April 7. He was one of the early 
oldtimers of the district, coming 
west before the turn of the cen¬ 
tury. 

Born in 1872 at Port Perry, Ont., 
he moved to Manitoba in 1895 and 
came on to Alberta when he and 
his brother Fred decided to go to 
the Yukon. 

Arriving at Edmonton, they pool¬ 
ed their funds to allow Fred to 
proceed to the Yukon, and Will 
stayed to help cut the trail through 
to the Peace River landing. He re¬ 
turned to Edmonton by boat by 
v/ay of Slave Lake. 

Returning to Manitoba for two 
or three years, he came to Al¬ 
berta in 1903 to begin ranching 
with Fred, and in 1904 they were 
joined by brothers George and Joe 
and a sister, now Mrs. R. Olden¬ 
burg of Vermillion. Will was mar¬ 
ried at Winnipeg in 1905 and the 
severe winter of 1906-07 changed 
his mind about ranching, so he and 
his wife made their home in Nan- 
ton until 1918 when they returned 
to the homestead at Vulcan. They 
moved to Black Diamond in 1950. 

Mr. Todd is survived by his wife 
Jennie of Black Diamond, and four 
daughters, Mrs. Roscoe (Elsie Hol¬ 
lister, Seattle, Wash.; Mrs. Wayne 
'Zella) Brown, Dawson Creek, 
B.C.; Mrs. George (Marguerite) 
Sefton, Crossfeild; Mrs. Harry 
(Winnifred) Matlock, Black Dia¬ 
mond. 

Also surviving are four sisters, 
Sadie of Vermilion and Ella, Bella 
and Cora in Ontario; and ' Tour 
brothers, Clifford of California and 
George, Robert and Henry of the 
Vulcan district.

Convene At High River 


Vulcan Councillors set the 1960 
tax rate at the County meeting 
held on April 14. Mill rates are as 
follows: 

Municipal . 21 

School .. ... 30

This means that the 1960 taxes 
will be the same as 1959 with the 
exception of the area covered by 
the Little Bow Medical Contract 
which will be 1 mill up from last 
year. 

Budget figures provide for a 
total revenue of $1,610,000. Last 
year’s revenue was $1,586,109.74. 
The Increase of approximately 
$25,000.00 tsvdue to higher provin¬ 
cial government grants. 

The school rate this year was 
set at 30 mills as against 29 mills 
last year. One mill for hospital was 


dropped owing to the reduction in 
hospital requisitions. Assessments 
are Increased about $180,000 due to 
the new area added to the district. 
This will produce about $10,000 in 
new taxes. 

Total expenditures arc budgetted 
at $1,604,185.62. Estimated surplus 
is $4,814.38. 

In order to maintain the present 
taxation level, and provide for the 
increase* of $56,000 in education 
costs, expenditures on capital from 
revenue arc to be cut from $186,- 
707.66 to $110,000 and Public 
Works from $417,950.56 to $383,000. 
This reduction in Public Works 
expenditure will not lessen road 
improvements to any extent, as it 
will not be necessary to pay out as 
much for gravel crushing as last 
year. The County had a consider¬ 
able amount of gravel in stockpile. 
Capital payments will be curtailed 
by purchasing loss road machinery.

Gas Line Must 
Be Shut Off 
When Fire Occurs 

Precautions necessary in fight¬ 
ing fires where gas is present were 
described to local firemen at their 
Wednesday meeting last week. 

Two members of the Gas Com¬ 
pany from Lethbridge, Engineer 
John Fisher and Bob Lalonde con¬ 
ducted the evening and explained 
the dangers present from broken 
or leaking gas lines and described 
the steps taken to shut off gas 
supply to burning buildings. 

Each home or building normally 
has only one service line running 
from the main and two common 
shut-offs can be easily found. One 
is located in the basement and the 
other is on the line about a foot 
outside the property and is the 
well-known red painted shut-off 
valve at ground lovel. On each 
fire truck is a special tool which 
is used to remove the cap and by 
twisting the valve one quarter 
turn, gas and the line is shut off. 

In winter the hidden valves can 
be quickly located by following 
directions painted on a fence or 
post above or near the valve. 
Regular check of these valves 
made by the gas company service 


men. 

The speakers emphasized the 
need, particularly in this area 
where conversion is being made 
from oil to gas, that a complete 
chimney cleaning job be done by 
the householder. The danger in 
not doing this is that the soot 
which clings to the walLs of the 
chimney from oil fed heaters is 
loosened by fumes from the new 
gas appliance and slides to the 
base of the chimney, chokes off 
the passage and forces fumes into 
the room. 

The usual spring run of grass 
fires has been dealt with by ate* 
department although business 
seems lighter then in other years, 
so far. Only two calls have been 
recorded, the first being a grass 
fire in a lot near the Koziol resi¬ 
dence. Last Saturday firemen were 
called from supper to a fire just 
oast of town where a stubble field 
fire was being blown by strong- 
winds. Damage was limited to. 
burned fence lines. 

The department is hopeful that 
residents will use caution when 
burning grass or rubbish and not 
attempt burning during windy 
periods.

The Vulcan Arts Council was formed recently 
in conjunction with its sponsorship of the imported 
stage play, “The Reluctant Debutante.” 

The attending crowd was most gratifying, the 
play was light and humorous by nature and the actors 
lived their parts in a thoroughly professional manner 
leaving even those of the audience who went some¬ 
what as a favor, feeling the favor has been reversed. 

At the risk of being out of pocket if the over¬ 
head of the play was not covered by patrons at the 
door, the Council gambled that local and district resi¬ 
dents will support and will take an active interest in 
plays, musicals or other similar forms of culture. 

Public support was evident, at least for the open¬ 
ing venture and if the calibre of future entertainment 
is maintained it seems as though a following will be 
assured.

The only discordant note of the “Debutante” even¬ 
ing was the somewhat camival-like atmosphere result¬ 
ing from the sale of coffee and doughnuts at inter¬ 
missions and the noise of pop bottles, dropped on the 
floor. It detracted from the full enjoyment of the even¬ 
ing, particularly the noise of the bottles, which seem¬ 
ed to strike the floor — possibly by accident — just 
when it interfered most with the action on the stage. 

It may well be though that the ladies felt obliged 
to tap every possible source of revenue to meet ex¬ 
penses. If this was the case they have a point in 
their favor. 

The Arts Council has embarked on an ambitious 
and arduous task and should be commended for a most 
auspicious beginning.

High winds have been fairly common this month 
and although there has been some soil drifting it is 
a tribute to present-day methods of farming that 
drifting has been held to a minimum. Under farming 
conditions of 20 or 30 years ago half the topsoil in 
Southern Alberta would have been on the move. 

Conditions this spring have served to emphasize 
that soil pulverization and too-deep tilling should be 
avoided in seedbed preparation. Trash cover farming 
has proven to be a valuable deterrent to drifting and 
in light soil regions strip-farming continues to be 
good insurance against soil drifting.
